Sow, this from Jim, "Most 75 ohm cable runs ere CAC-11. On Tri-Ex 
tower cable runs are approximately 130 feet (FM-horizontal/UNF/2-6/ 
7-13). Channels 2, 3v and 6 are approximately 50' and channels 4, 5 and 
FN vertical are approximately 75’. Comments by Hank Holbrook (Feb. VUE 
Mailtox) were interesting. Concerning the ability to log many stations 
in a short period of time- it's not impossible. I've done it many times. 
Running 8 TY’s into separate anten (UHF from distribution amp into 3 
TV sets) and 3 £¥ tuners (into Sony audio amp - pushbutton mode select), 
I've positive !e4 many stations within a 2-3 minute period, sometimes as 
many as six in @ minute. I've been DXing for over 20 years and have never 
falsified my logs. This hobby has brought me many happy moments, with no 
desire to ‘one up’ another DXer. The integrity of most members of this 
club is unquestioned in my mind. I realize that not all members can 
accumulate and maintain all the equipment I've managed to run across. 
Others have better and more sophisticated equipment (and more experience) 
than I, and their logs show it. % Dxer should ke left to 4o the best he 
cen with what he has. To start pointing fingers will plunge this club into 
“civil war.' Those who cheat only cheat themselves and won't be around 
that long (will lose interest and drop out) to upset me, or anyone else. 
on verifications, most of the above comments apply. Myself, I usually 
stick with photos and tapes. I agree with John Zondlo's comments (Feb. 
‘wuD)."

H. NOTICE OF PROPOSED RULE MAKING, 5/6/48, 
lproposed increase of VHF assignments and 
decrease of ainimin mileage separations. The 
response to this vas negative. 

2. REPORT AND ORDER (Freeze order), 7/11/49+ 
Inotified the public that no more applications 
lwould be accepted, applications already ro 
lceived vould beset aside, but construction 
lpermits already granted are still valid. 

3. NOTICE OF FURTHER PROPOSED RULE MAKING, 
17/11/49, contained proposed table of assign- 
Inents, proposed engineering standards, and a 
proposal for Mexican and Canadian assignments| 
jwithin range of the United States border. 
[this notice also proposed 42 additional 
channels in the UHF region. 

Because of the color television issue, 
hearings on this second notice did not begin 
luntil 10/16/1950, and lasted until 1/31/51. 
itn addition to the UHF situation discussed 
hast month, there arose a heavy push to save 
jroom in television for eilucational use before 
lall available channels were used up by com 
Imercial television, Lobbying for the educa~ 
jtors was Telford Taylor, counsel for the 
Toint Committee on Educational Television, 
lvhich represented the American Council on 
Hdueation, the Association for Education by 
Radio, the Association of Land Grant Colle- 
and Universities, the National Assccis- 
ion of Bdueational Broadcasters, the Nation- 
Jal Association of State Universities, the 
lWational Council of Chief State School 
lofficers, and the National Hducation Associa-| 
ition, Educational television also had strong 
support within the FCC from one of the 
lcommissioners, Frieda Hennock, who felt that 
I25% of the television assignments should be 
lreserved for educational stations. She 
jconmented that education ."...cannot do a 
Jdecent job when it is subject to the vicissi- 
tudes of commercial broadcasting... Educa~ 
tion should be handled by educators skilled 
land trained in that field. Commercial 
lbroadeasters are not qualified in the field 
lof education, and have never even made such 
la pretense." 

4 THIRD NOTICE OF FURTHER PROPOSED’ RULE 
MAKING, 3/22/51. In this order the FCC pro- 
lposed 52 UHF channels for public use, and 
several additional channels to be reserved 
lfor experimental television, The telephone 
Jcompanies had already requested 470-500 nliz 
lfor mobile operations. If granted, UF 
television channels 14-65 would be 500-812 
Jnliz, and experimental channels would be 


Tf the request by 
the telephone companies were to be denied, 
UHP television channels 14-65 would be 
470-782 niiz, and experimental channels 70-83 
vould be 782-890 aliz. 

‘so in the Third Notice was a proposal to 
reserve one educational assignment in each 
‘community having at leas 
resulting in 102 of the 
commercial according to the latest proposed 
table of assignnents. To this Madam. Commis-| 
sioner Frieda Hennock replied, "Failing to 
give the schools a sufficient share of the 
Teuaining television spectrum uill adversely 
affect the course of education in the United 
States for generations to come." FCC

5e THIRD REPORT, 6/25/51, Various groups 
had urged the FCC to make a partial lift of 
its freeze, alloving permits for areas. not 
presently receiving any television, and 
permits for existing stations to. change 
existing facilities.

Se POURTH REPORT AUD OADER, 7/12/51. The 
FOC decided to allocate 470-500 mliz to tele- 
vision instead of mobile radio, thus opening 
the way for a total of 70 UHF chemel: 
7» FIFTH REPORT AND ORDER, 7/12/51, made 
it possible for existing licensees and 
pernitees to apply for increased power. 

8. SIXTH REPORT AND ORDER, 4/11/52. With 
this report, the freeze officially came to 
an end. 70 UHF channels vere established 
(470-890 mlz). 2053 assignments vere given 
to 1291 communities in the United States and 
ite territories, more than 2/3 of which 
(channels) vere UF, While there was former 
ly three tmofficial classes of television 
station (Metropolitan, Community, and Rural) 
there would be only one according to assign- 
tents, but tuo with respect to comercial 
status, A neu class was being created; the 
noncommercial educational station, 242 non 
commercial assignments vere given to as many 
coumunities, 80 of which were VHF, and 162 
UaP. 

Maximum effective radiated pover was set 
at 100 kw for channels 2-6; 316 kw for 
channels 7-13; and 1000 ky for UH, which 
was later changed to 5000 kw. The United 
States was divided into three sones with 
different sets of mileage separation stan~ 
dards for each zone. Larger separations 
were required along the Gulf of Mexico be 
cause of greater tropospheric bending in 
that region. A large portion of the north~ 
eastern United States vas given shorter 
separation standards, but greater restrict~ 
ions were placed on antenna height. 
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To further reduce the problem of co-channel] 
interference, 10 kilz carrier offsets vere 
assigned to the channel assignments. It vas 
also necessary for about thirty existing 
television stations to change to another VIF 
channel in order to conform to the table of 
assignments. 

Processing of applications for nev stations| 
began on 4/14/1952. The hundreds of existing] 
applications received before the freeze vere 
divided into two priority groups: A and B. 
Group A applications. vere for communities 
nore than 40 miles from any existing station,| 
jand group B applications were for cities 
within 40 miles of at least one station. 

The then new chairman of the FOC, Paul 
Walker, varned that the educational reserva- 
tions were not permanent. After a one-year 
waiting period, anybody wishing to renove 
jan educational reservation from an assigned 
channel would be able to to apply to the FUC 
to have it removed, when Madan Connissioner 
Ineard about that she hit the ceiling. 

CONCLUSION: 

In the past four months we have looked at 
Auerican television as it changed from infen 
ey to maturity, not through a long period of 
slow growth, but through major transforma~ 
tions contained within a short period of 
time. But we also begin to see the origins 
of yet-unsolved problems,-such as the slow 
lgrowth of educational television, and the 
WHF handicap, Next month, ve begin to look 
lat the results of the freeze: reactions to 
intermixture of UF and VEF, protests over 
channel assignments, failure of many UF 
stations, plus a few shady practices to 
ake a lot of money off of those eager to 
start a television station, More detail as 
Retrospect Six begins “Aftermath.”

Not too much DK to report thie time. Unfortunately, I had a back injury in Sept. 
81 and spent three months out of work. During that time, DXing really wasn't on my 
mind much.

WWNH 96.7 and WLNH 98.3 are both new loggings heard around 2150, 
9/15 heard WRVW 93.5 (ex-WHUG), in $tereo now. 10/30 had tropo to the west; heard 
WENT 92.9 at 2115 among others. 12/% saw WCCH moved to 103.5 in Stereo. Forget any 
on that frequency. 1/1/82 and 1/12/82 had Es openings, but too brief 
(uur: up to 95.5). If you didn't catch them, you didn't mise anything. 1/28 
aw new station WRVE 105.5 Patterson, NY on the air in $. What a winter! First ay 
ack craps out, then the coax unscrews out of my AC-4990 and falls out, leaving me 
with no good UHF for three months, and then my Alliance U-100 rotor for MM freezes 
up and dies, At least for now the worst is over; ay back is better, I manag: 
fix ay UBF connection (screwed that little sucker in tight, and will get a new rotor 
as soon as I get my tax refund). 

‘I'd like to add a couple thoughte about some things I read in the Feb. VUD. First, 
I've been FM DXing since around 1963, when I was in junior high. I wrote to FM sta- 
tions for vei ‘and I still do have some classic QSL cards from the period 1963- 
1970, and it still is a kick to look through them. I know what it's like to QSL 
stations and I appreciate the fact. However, what I really wish is that I had the 
tapes of those receptions. ‘Those would be more valuable to I feel that oy tapes 
ARE my veries. Nobody is going to tell me that I've got to start mailing out recep- 
Zion reports again. That's about as obsolete as AM radio. If you want to send out 
report fine, go ahead, And if you don't, then that's ok too. Also, over the 
years I've DXed BCB, FM and SW. I never count call changes or frequency changes- 
Not unless W22Z picks up all its equipment and moves, taking its tower along. It's 
silly. WZZZ is just the sane old station, only with another call or a different 
frequency. I just can't see it. Well, that's it. Total logged (heard) now is 1100, 
and proud of it, hi. 

(Editors comment: I agree with you. However, I have chosen to follow the rule 
which persite one to count frequency changes. The majority of FM Dxers do count a 
frequency change. At the Oklahoma City convention last summer, club members voted 
No? to count call letter changes. Those who have counted call changes or stations 
from more than one location are nothing wore than cheats and frauds! Can you ime 
lagine comeone such as our top FM DXer Andy Bolin going back through his log trying 
to total hundreds of call letter changes? Impossible! Andy has told me this is the 
most ridiculous thing he's ever heard of and I certainly agree. If one wants to 
count call changes, we should have a separate column for number of call letter chang- 
es heard. Then the number of call changes should NOT be added to the Dyers total. 
{am tired of reading comments each month regarding the counting of call changes. 

It anyone has sent Fred Nordquist totals which include call letter changes, their 
total should be removed from his column. It was a mistake for a club member to even 
mention such absurdity. Why can't we all abide by rules which were set down years 
ago by our top DXers of this club? Neither Bob Zent and myself have counted 88.7 
WOBO Batavia, OH, as WORO uses WCNE's transmitter. Now that I have commented on 
this subject, I am hoping thie will conclude any further controversy regarding the 
counting of call changes. ‘The majority of club members have voted no. Certainly 
there ave wore interesting topics to be read and discussed in the VUD than thie!-R3)

‘hough winter is traditionally the season for broadcast band DX'ing, I have contin~ 
ued to explore the FM band, with somewhat disappointing results. I'm disappointed 
pecause I'd expected conditions every day to be like they were the first day I had 
the new antenna up, but it happened to be a good day. Here are my resulta: 

December 6 - One of the more difficult Nashvil: tions made it - WKDF 103.3, 
2200 closing "King Biscuit Flour Hour." KMOX is exceedingly strong her 

‘December 7 - Morning hours after one of my last 8 a.m. newscasts found an opening 
to Oklahoma City. Logged and taped were KKNG 92.5 very strong with beautiful mx; 
KATT 100.5 presumed at 0908, taped but not counted because all I got was "The Cat" 
and "Rock~103;" KLTE good on 101.9 through 0930, with KBTM Jonesboro, Au. Later, 
WKYA (ex-WNES-FM), Central City, KY logged with rock and "KY-102" non-ID, not to be 
confused with KYY8 102.1 Kansas City, also "KY-102." Aleo added was KITS-FH 94.7 
Springfield, MO, calling itself "Old Barefoot." 

December 20 - KLPW-FM Union, HO heard for the firet time at 1906 and KTUI Sulli- 
van, HO calling itself "KT-101," aleo in early evening, but squeezed. Later, a 
nice tape of s/off of WGP 88.5 Gallatin, TN on final broadcast before Christmas 
holiday at 2155. 

January 3 - Very good tape of WXTZ 103.3 Indianapolis; same comment as WKDF 12/6. 
WLK-FM Lexington, KY faint through KGRC at 2300 s/off, with WSEI off. 

I took a hiatus for nearly two months, checking periodically, but finding little. 

February 25 - Super power WOOD 105.7 Grand Rapids, in well with beautiful musi 
1932 to 2000, but nothing else from that area. I checked all other SW MI frequen- 
cles without luck. 

March seems as bad as Bob Cooper's month-by-month rundown in the 10th anniversary 
issue, but a few new stations were added. 

March 10 - The new WXAN Ava, IL is on the air with gospel programming. Taped at 
2000 break on 103.9; first station on this channel besides WNOI. Also, WNIN 88.5 
Evansville, IN is on, it through 1900 station break with only "FM-88" and no 
legal ID, but taped the legal at 2100, Plays mostly classical music. I've never 
captured WPSR 90.7. Does it exist? (Yes, it's there, and on in the sunmer. If 
WPSR hasn't increased power yet, don't expect it to get out well.-RS) 

March 15 - WKBJ-FM Milan, TN 92.3, country music, finally cut through WIL-FM 0913 
to 0933. WZXR Memphis, "Rock-103,"" the last of the Memphis commercial stations to 
be logged, taped with DJ "Red Beard" and hard rock 1608-1650. 

March 17 - Chicago tried to break thru, but weak. WFYR 103.5 heard for first tine 
at 1904; WAUR 107.9 unneeded also in, but nobody else. Two of ay last three or four 
stations within a 100 mile radiua vere heard - WSHY 104.9 Shelbyville, IL and WHSK 
95.3 Morganfield, KY. WFIW, WIAO and WCBW are very tough to get through on 104.9, 
and WRXX 95.3 is the second closest station to here. (March 21 and 28, WRXX was off 
early Sunday evenings, but nothing could be pulled through those dates). 

March 20 - KFMH 99.7 Muscatine, IA. (Member Allen Milluaker's favorite station), 
was heard briefly about 1845, but for call letters only and a little bit of music 
in a short burst. Quincy, Rock Island, etc. faintly detected. 

March 21 - WSEI 92.9, one of my locals, apparently is off Sunday evenings, and 
WZEZ Nashville was strong; WVLK in such better than January 3, and at 2138 a trace 
(with definite "FM-93 WAI" ID) for the Eaton, OH country music station. WZEZ and 
WWLK both play beautiful music, and thus make the frequency confusing. There were 
traces of other potential Cincinnati stations but opening wes weak and short. Noth- 
from Lexington detectable, all needed. WOMF 95.7 for ID at 2300, no long~ 
er calling itself "Kick-Ass Rock 'N Roll," but using "Rock-96" non-ID, (I noticed 
too. I wonder if WOMF is having the same legal problems as WFBQ?-BS) 

March 28 - My hardest to hear Central Missouri Clase C - KRES 104.7 taped at 1930 
for the first time. I've tried every time I've listened for the past two years for 
this one. WFMW back-of-the-beam seems alvays strong, but WFIW 104.9 is toughest row 
here. KBIA 91.3 unusually strong 1935-2000, and there were traces of signal on the 
weaker Columbia, MO stations frequencies, but nothing I could dig out. Noted in 
passing - KTJJ 98.5 Farmington, MO now non-ID's as “Regional Radio J-96" instead of 
old "98-4." Still country music. * 

T have failed to note instruction in the VUD as to what time zone to use. All 
times, thus, are CST. (This is correct. When you go to daylight savings time, 
then use CDT.-RS) 

I am looking forward to some real tropo and E-skip thie spring and summer now 
that all the regulars are taped. 73, John (Don't worry. With your antenna systen, 
you are soon to be in shock! You will be pulling in stations you never thought 
possible. Too bad you weren't DXing 1980, one of the finest summers for FH-TV DI-R3)

MODIFYING THE 
FINCO P-7 
PARABOLIC DISH 


BY STEVE WEST 


I have been experimenting with my 7 foot Finco UHF dish. TI would 
like to share my ideas--and results--on screening the dish. It works 
well, especially on the higher channels above ch 40. The results of the 
modifications showed a noticeable improvement on scatter signals, es- 
pecially on the highest channels. 


T have %-inch hardware cloth on the dish. Hardware cloth seems to be 
a practical compromise in wind load vs, performance. 3 square feet of 
hardware cloth bought at a True Value hardware store cost $1.49 (36" by 
12"). To cover the entire dish, you need about 40 square feet. Ice 
loading is incredible on the cloth; I would not recommend this for 
winter use. 


It seems like the winter winds have gone now, but in practice, the 
dish needs a lot of "beefing up" to withstand the swaying back and 
forth. I don't recommend this operation on a hard to reach tower, be- 
cause a few minor adjustments may be needed. 


I got tired of climbing the roof when something would get out of 
alignment or start wearing out, especially where the top half pivots. 
Maybe someone else has the determination to make the idea more practical; 
the results of reception are good. 


Here are the modifications done: 


1.) Screen the top half of the dish by using grounding wire 
like a twist tie on a loaf of bread. The screen is placed 
in front of the reflector elements and then tied by looping 
the wire through the screen and tying it back to the re- 
flector elements. 


2.) Remove the rivet at the top of the dish where it connects 
to the U bolt and mini boom; attach a bolt there. 


3.) Disconnect the bolt on the feed boom that attaches to the 
top half of the dish. 


4.) Using the same bolt and two extra nuts, connect two ends 
of a rod of the type used for screen doors (these two rods 
are normally connected together by reverse threads and 
tighten on the door).

5.) Tie a rag on the bolt for a shock absorber. 

6.) Tape a rod or old antenna element on the lower part of 
the top half of the dish (this helps to guide the dish 
back to normal position). 


7.) Optional: tie a safety wire from U bolt to upper part 
of the dish (I used ground wire). 


To screen the bottom half of the dish, repeat the process. 


My suggestion is to aim the dish toward the wind so that the antenna 
can sway back easier.

Examples of the improvement are WBFF-45 (1.5 MegaWatts) and WMPB-67 
(.65 MegaWatt), both in Baltimore (100 miles), and WDCA-20 (4 MegaWatts) 
in Washington, DC (130 miles). 


Ground wave conditions before the modification were ch 20 strong- 
est, then ch 45, and ch 67 weakest. 


Ground wave conditions now show ch 67 strongest, then ch 20, and 
ch 45.weakest. Both sets of results were with a Winegard AC-4990 pre- 
amplifier. All scatter signals are stronger now. 


The antenna has survived a few Siberian blasts. The dish withstood 
the winds fine, but started developing structure problems.

If you'd like to modify your UHF dish as Steve describes above, keep 
in mind his warning about the wind. The wind loading characteristics of 
a standard unmodified dish are huge to begin with. Parabolic dish manu- 
facturers do not recommend that anyone try screening the reflector, but 
do admit that such modifications greatly improve the performance of a 
dish. How much improvement? Well, you can expect about 3 dB of increas- 
ed forward gain--very significant, and very useful on weak scatter-level 
Signals. The really amazing result may be the increase in front-to-back 
ratio; such a modification can bring it up to a whopping 40 to 50 GB!
